MOVES IN N. AFRICA

VICHY, Nov. 22 (AP).—Author- 
ized sources acknowledged today 
that Marshal Petain, Chief of State, 
is going to meet “a high German 
personage” in .occupied France 
amid indications of imminent de- 
velopments in the Mediterranean 
area involving not only Germany, 


Italy and France but Spain as 
well, 

Officially, the Government still 
denied Petain would go to the oc- 
cupied zone, but the authorized 
sources admitted there was a 
parallel between the journey and 
the one he made in October, 1940, 
to meet Adolf Hitler at Montoire.

Efforts to avert a general strike 
of 8500 AFu. machinists in the St. 
Louis area have failed and the 
strike will begin at 7 o’clock to- 
morrow morning, it was announced 
in Washington at 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon by Lloyd Weber, 
business manager for the St. Louis 
District Council, No. 9, of the In- 
ternational Association of Machin- 


ists. 

After conferring twice with Sid- 
ney Hillman, associate director of 
the Office of Production Manage- 
ment, Weber told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “The conferences de- 
veloped nothing that would lead 
us to change our plans.” 

The district council here voted 
to call the general strike unless 
contractors re-employ 110 machin- 
ists now on strike at the Weldon 
Spring TNT plant and St. Louis 
small arms ammunition plant be- 
cause of a jurisdictional dispute 
with Joseph (Buck) Newell’s AFL 
Hoisting Engineers’ Union. 

Defense Plants Affected. 

The strike would seriously cur- 
tail operations of nearly all de- 
fense industries in this area, since 
the machinists’ union includes pro- 
duction workers, tool and die mak- 
ers, die cutters, mechanics, ma- 
chinists and helpers in a variety 
of industries such as the Curtiss- 
Wright and McDonnell aircraft 
plants, Shell refinery at Wood Riv- 
er, Busch-Sulzer Brothers Diesel 
Engine Co. and machine tool firms. 
It would also make it difficult 
to have an automobile repaired, 
since about 1800 members of the 
union are automobile mechanics 
employed in garages throughout 
the city. 

Larry Connors, assistant business 
manager of the local, said there 
would be no picketing of individu- 
al plants. The men merely will 
not report for work. 

The dispute arose last summer 
at the Weldon Spring TNT plant, 
where the machinists and Newell 
both claimed jurisdiction over 24 
automobile mechanics, 

Machinists’ representatives said 
they tried unsuccessfully for 
months to get the Army or OPM 
to rule on the jurisdictional ques- 
tion before calling a strike of the 
50 machinists at the TNT plant 
Oct. 13. 

A week later the strike spread 
to the ammunition plant, where 60 
machinists installing production 
machinery quit work. Their jobs 
were taken over by AFL mill- 
wrights, affiliated with’ the Car- 
penters’ District Council, who had 
been splitting the installation of 
machinery under an agreement 
reached last July in another juris- 
dictional dispute between mill- 
wrights and machinists. 

General Strike Once Delayed. 

The machinists’ council called a 
general strike for Oct. 27, but post- 
poned it at the request of the OPM. 
Two OPM labor experts flew to 
St. Louis to attempt to negotiate 
& settlement, but their efforts. failed 
when millwrights refused to relin- 
quish the jobs. 

The machinists’ council then 
voted to strike tomorrow, unless 
the 110 strikers are reinstated and 
negotiations started to settle the

Ex-Marine Tells How He

Turner got. his job at the mu- 
seum less than two years ago, 
after his filling station had failed. 
He was assigned to the Greek, Ro- 
man and Egyptian rooms, but he 
wandered around among the more 
contemporary stuff and began to 
think he would like to try his hand 
at painting. He bought himself a 
few tubes of paint and set to work 
on the kitchen table in his home. 
The first’ subjects he tried were 
boats and dock . scenes, which 
seemed natural enough consider- 
ing his Marine service. He sub- 
mitted two of these to the St. 
Louis show last year, but they 
weren’t accepted. He thought he 
had better get some scenes closer 
to home, so this summer he tried 
the Municipal Opera. 
It was this painting which got 
him into the show. It is what the 
art critics called a “primitive,” re- 
lying for ite charm on its direct 
and childlike vision and its in- 
finite detail, rather than on any 
technical subtlety or expressed 
emotian. 
It takes in almost the whole of 
the audience watching a perform- 
ance of “The Red Mill.” Turner 
painted the rows and rows of 
people in one afternoon, then 
came back one night to see how 
the people in the free seats looked 
and painted them in on the top 
row. 
“Then I had to get the orchestra 
pit and the stage,” he said.

“It is the sincere conviction of 
the Congress of Industrial Organi- 
gations that with the adoption of 
the industry-council_plan would be 
created the national unity which 
all Americans are striving to ob- 
tain. . 

“The CIO and its millions of 
members stand ready to participate 
in the battle of production toward 
the end of defeating the Nazi 
forces. Our workérs desire to 
produce more and more guns, 
tanks, planes and ships. We have 

expressed our desire to’ utilize to 
the utmost degree the mediation 
facilities of the Government for 
the peaceful solution of industrial 
disputes.” 

The delegates adopted a resolu- 
tion contending that the F. B. 1.

SAN 7RANCISCO, Nov. 22 (AP). 
—A comprehensive effort to deter- 
mine what causes the common cold 
has been started by the University 
of California Medical School. Ten 
research doctors will collaborate 
two years on the problem. 

Dr. William J. Kerr, professor of 


medicine, who will direct the re- 


search, said today an attempt 
would be made for the seg time 
to bring together all the known 
‘facts about what causes individuals 
to become susceptible to colds and 
other respiratory diseases. 

Whether the weather has any- 
thing to do with causing colds will 
be one of the first problems 
tackled, For this project, a room 
large enough to house six persons 
has been set up. Temperature and 
humidity can be changed at will. 

The nose, which warms, filters 
and humidifies the air passing 
through it to the lungs, will be 
studied. Some authorities believe 
that repeated extreme temperature 
changes in the nose, such as a sud- 
den cooling of the air, may cause 
colds. 

Numerous ways will be tried to 
transmit the common cold from 
one person to another, in an effort 
to establish whether it is a com- 
municable disease and how it may

“Bold Bad Baron” 
Shows Them How. 


HE first night they almost had 
the Germans fooled: Just as 
the bombs dropped, they lit the 
flares on the dummy airport a 
mile or two away.

But the 
others were wiser and circled back 
over the real target. They were 
led by a man now known in those 
parts as the Bold Bad Baron. He 
herded his bombers as if they 
were shepherd dogs. He took them 
along the edge of the anti-aircraft 
fire until he had located the target, 
and then he came over all alone 
to show them the way. He flew 
through everything they could 
throw at him from the ground and 
when he dropped his bombs he. 
proved himself a first-elass marks- 
man. After he had cleared the 
target himself, he sent the rest of 
the squadron in, one by one, 
The buildings in the target cov- 
ered about as much ground as the 
lower tip of Manhattan, from the 
Battery to Wall street. There was 
one structure standing after the 
bombing. It was a big hangar 
that had been empty. It looked 
like a sieve. The roof and all 
four sides were so full of holes 
it looked like a tin can that had 
been plastered with a shotgun. The 
holes had been made by machine- 
gun bullets and were as big as 
your little finger. But by some 
miracle no bomb had touched it. 
The other buildings had been 
either blown off the map or filat- 
— and burned beyond recogni- 
on. 
This job had been done with 
bombs ranging from 1000 to 3000 
pounds. One of the 3000-pounders 
had not gone off, and they showed 
me a picture of it. 


There is even a funny story 
about this bomb. In the picture, 
the bomb is suspended by its tail 
from a scaffold made of three 
beams standing on three sides of 
its crater and lashed together at 
the top like a tent. The bomb it- 
self was 10 or 12 feet long, and the 
officer who had had his picture 
taken was standing next to it, with 
his hand on it, and grinning—in ex- 
actly the pose a deepsea fisherman 
strikes when photographed with 
his catch, The bomb had buried 
itself 20 feet in the sand and it 
had been quite a job getting it out. 
The officer in the picture had 
come along just as the work was 
being completed and had asked the 
workmen if he might get a picture 
of it before they took it away. 
They said sure. So he went and 
got his camera, set it and gave 
it to one of them so that he might 
be photographed next to the bomb. 
And after he had. found just the 
place to stand and worked out the 
pose and the angle to suit him, the 
picture had been taken. Ag they 
handed the officer back his cam- 
era, the man in charge of the work 
said: 

“Well, I guess we had better get 
on with the job. I shouldn’t won- 
der if it went off about now—this 
here’s a time bomb, you know.” 

The other big bomb that had 
gone off without waiting to be 
taken to a safe place had decom- 
missioned their target long be- 
fore the two weeks of bombing 
were up.

HIS destruction had been done

This, 
obviously, is the worst feature of 
wartime life—simply the fact that 
you are at war and not in peace, 
that destruction and‘ death are al- 
ways just around the corner and 
that already you have been thrust 
into a. thousand tragedies. But I 
expect the reader to assume all 
that. 7 
Let us begin with the worst fea- 
tures. One of them—and I men- 
tion it first because it probably 
has not occurred to you—is that 
you lose sight of and touch with 
your friends.‘ Nearly all old pre- 
war circles of friendship have been 
shattered. 

This was inevitable. War work 
scatters us. People seem to disap- 
pear for months on end. Even 
when they do not disappear they 
or you may be too busy to see 
each other. Many of my friends 
are still in London, and at the 
present time I spend two or three 
days in the middle of each week 
here, but I rarely see these friends 
simply because I am overwhelmed 
with urgent work and so, prob- 
ably, are they. And there does not 
seem to be time even for writing 
letters. 

Wartime Travel. 

War work keeps many of us 
moving about the country, and 
travel in wartime is anything but 
pleasant. Petrol is now. so severe- 
ly rationed that we cannot often 
travel by road and the trains, 
usually very crowded, are slower 
than they were. Bes,

ing reasonable health, our food is 
all t and many people are 
probably healthier than they were 
before the war. But food is apt to 
be rather monotonous and dining 
has largely ceased to be counted 
among the pleasures.

Yet, just imagine, the silly Dutch 
would not let me in to Java thé 
last time I wanted to go.” 

“You Filipinos might be of great 
use in aiding to bring home the 
facts of life to Indians, Burmese 
and Javanese today,” I suggested.

ES, Chungking, China’s wartime capital, is certainly a unique 
spectacle. But how to make you see it? 

At first impression Chungking might be a coal-mining town, 

rooted precariously on heights above the river. Here is a great, multi- 


knobbed bluff spotted with ugly, 


nondescript structures with drab 


slate roofs and slashed by steep ascents of stone steps. Its rounded, 
twisting convolutions are criss-crossed by roads climbing up to no- 
where; its scarred face is wrinkled by terraces. 


Chungking is as ugly and as 
beautiful as the features of a very 
old man, a sailor or a farmer. 
Chungking’s is: such a face, chis- 
eled in limestone -cliffs, bronzed. 
with patches of red earth and 
pockmarked by bombs. 

From across the river this’ face 
stands out boldly, immobile and 
unmovable, at those rare moments 
when the sun shines. But mostly 
this face hangs suspended, barely 
protruding from the mists which 
cloak the Szechwan hills and moun- 
tains on all sides and draw a veil 
of mysterious gray down toward 
the surface slate of the Chialing 
River on the north and the mud- 
brown currents of the Yangtze 
on the south. 


Streets Always Crowded. 


Chungking might well be a half- 
ruined fortress, peaking from the 
dingy frame of a medieval paint- 
ing or the pages of “King Arthur 
and the Knights of the Round 
Table.” Yet these slumbering cliff- 
sides teem with action. 

Most of the time its streets must 
be the muddiest of any city in the 
world, yet they are always 
crowded. 


Incessantly and almost perverse- 
ly Chungking creates the illusion 
of a dream. city hovering on the 
borders of a never-never land, mo- 
tionless and unattainable, yet sud- 
denly, this city half emerges from 
its wraiths and takes on the sub- 
stance of tawdry, vigorous and 
magnificent reality. 

No painter will ever paint it. No 
oils will ever achieve those delicate 
shadings which, almost colorless 
and lifeless, abound with a dull- 
ness strangely alive. Yes, Chung- 
king is, “of all the world’s cities a 
most unique thing.” Its glory is 
something the whole world knows 


innumerable eaglé’s nests down to 
the Yangtze ferry. First there’s 
a walk of about a mile from the 
hotel to the corner known as Liang 
Loo Kow. 


A muddy road winds around the 
hillsides. You look down on dull- 
gray roofs on other hills and ter- 
races below you, into green little 
ravines and down on the murky 
brown Chialing River, far below 
and beyond, where it merges with 
the Yangtze. Near at hand a 
rough-clad Chinese woman is wash- 
‘ing clothes in a stained pool, 
formed by rainwater accumulated 
in a bombhole. Way up here it 
feels as if you were out on a 
country road somewhere. You can 
hardly believe you are well within 
the limits of China’s wartime cap- 
ital. Once you reach the’ corner 
known as Liang Loo Kow it’s easy 
to get lost. It might take you 
hours to find your way down to 
the ferry, so you take a ricksha— 
which means that you lower your- 
self to hiring a human being as a 
horse. But there’s no other way 
to get down in a hurry. Even 
this way, with all the elongated 
hairpin curves and the doubling 
back across Chungking’s palisades, 
requires nearly three-quarters of 
an hour. 3 


Blasted Buildings. 

First you notice that few build- 
ings in Chungking have any air 
of permanence about them. Here’s 
a three-storied affair, a Chinese 
variety of tenement, slashed to its 
thin wooden bones in dozens of 
places where its outside plaster 
has been blown off. Up against 
the sky stands a jagged wall of

of “making do,” though I am not 
sure that that does us much harm. 

But things like automobiles, ra- 
dio sets and watches that need 
repair are apt to be out of action 
now rather a long time. Thig is 
especially true of those districts 
where evacatition has increased 
the local population but has not 
produced more local skilled labor 
for such repairing jobs. 


Frills Disappear. 


On the credit side, however, is 
the fact that you need less than 
you did, A lot of the frills of life 
are gone and as far as I am con- 
cerned (I am not sure most women 
would agree with me) they need 
never return. In many ways life 
is at once more simple and’ more 
sensible than it was before the 
war. We have stopped worrying 
about non-essentials, All the 
snobberies are vanishing at 
Except for the blackout, the ra- 
tioning and the rest, I think most 
Americans would feel far more at 
home in this Britain than 
they ever did before the war, and, 
indeed, some of our visitors have 
told me so. 

There is:far less social stiffness 
and conservatism than there was, 
People are easier and friendlier, 
even in spite of the fact that long 
working hours and difficult con- 
ditions may have tired them. Com- 
mondanger soon creates a fellow- 
feeling and this is very marked 
during periods of intense bombing. 
Typical English folk are at their 
very best during a crisis. 

More Appreciation. 

‘The ‘things of life, - old 
friendships, Mozart concertos, 
cakes and‘ale, may be scarcer than 
‘they were before the war, but on 
the other: hand-we do appreciate 
them all when they do come our 


adays, to share a bit of good food 
with an old friend, to listen to 
great music, to have an evening 
with a first-rate. new book; to 
spend an afternoon larking about 
with children, all these and more 
are now recognized by most peo- 
ple to be the rare treats and priv- 
ileges they are.

“We would collaborate with the 
United States in every possible 
way,” Quezon answered, “Just as 
we are doing with the army.

Frank F. Talleur, a St. Louigan, 
was aboard the United States 
cruiser Omaha when it captured 
the disguised German freighter 
Odenwald in the South Atlantic 
Nov. 6, he related in a letter re- 
ceived Friday by his parents, Mr.

“I was a member of the board- 
ing party, the fifth man’ to go 
aboard, and a member of the prize 
crew,” he wrote. “I'll tell you I 
was never so scared in my life.” 

He praised the. work of the 
Omaha's engineers, “who managed 
to keep the German ship afloat 
and bring her over 3000 miles safe- 
ly after her crew had tried their 
best to scuttle her, even blowing 
the bottom out of the stern, They 
were the real heroes.” 

Talleur, 22 years old, a graduate 
of Beaumont High School, enlisted 
in the Naval Reserve Sept. 17, 1940.

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ROOSEVELT GIES 
OPM RIGHT TO 
SEIZE PROPERTY 


Delegates to It Powers 
Granted Him by Con- 
gress as to Material Need- 
ed for Defense. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has delegated 
to the Office of Production Man- 
agement the powers granted him 
by Congress to requisition certain 
materials and property needed for 
national defense. 

In an executive order appearing 
In today’s Federal Register, he au- 
thorized the OPM to “requisition 
and dispose of. such property on 
its own account,” or to provide for 
the requisitioning and disposition 
of such property through the War 
or Navy Departments or any other 
Federal agency engaged in the 
procurement of property of the 
type subject to seizure under the 
acts of Oct, 10, 1940, and Oct. 16, 
1941. United States marshals were 
also authorized, when requested by 
a Government agency, to requisi- 
tion and dispose of property. 

Government agencies other than 
OPM may initiate requisition 
orders by submitting them to the 
OPM. whenever they determine 
such property is of the kind auv- 
thorized to be taken over under 
either of the two acts. 

Under the act of Oct. 16, 1941, 
the Government authorities would 
be guided in requisitioning by the 
following: : 

1—The use of such property is 
needed for the defense of the 
United States. : 

2—Such need is immediate and 
impending and such as will not 
admit of delay or resort to any 
other source of supply. 

38—All other means of obtaining 
the use of such property for the 
defense of the United States upon 
fair and reasonable terms has been 

exhausted. 

4—If the property to be requi- 
sitioned is machinery or equip- 

ment, such machinery or equip- 
smment is not in actual use in con- 
nection with any operating fac- 
tory or business, or is not neces- 
sary to the operation of such fac- 
tory or business. 

5—The property to be requisi- 
tioned is not a firearm possessed 
by an individual for his personal 
protection or sport, the possession 
of which is not prohibited by 
existing law. 


ARKANSAS SHERIFF DIES 
ON EVE OF HIS FEDERAL TRIAL 


James H. Curlin Was Accused of 

Violating Civil Liberties Laws 

- in Two States. 

MARION, Ark. Nov, 22 (AP).— 
Sheriff James Howard Curlin, for 
many years a political power in 
Eastern Arkansas, died at his 
home late today on the eve of his 
scheduled trial in United States 
District Court at Jonesboro on 
charges of violating the civil lib- 
erties statutes. 

Curlin, who was 53 years old, was 
undergoing examination by three 
physicians when he died. He had 
suffered two heart attacks Friday 
and his attorneys had notified 
court officials that they would seek 
postponement of the trial, sched- 
uled to operr Monday. The exam- 
ination this afternoon was being 
conducted in connection with the 
announced defense postponement 
plans. 

Curlin and five other Crittenden 
County men were indicted at Lit- 
tle Rock in September on charges 
of a conspiracy to violate civil lib- 
erties of 42 residents of Mississippi 
and Tennessee through a series of 
arrests, imprisonments, beatings 
and financial demands. 

The others under indictment are 
the Sheriff's brother, Omer Cur- 
lin, Crittenden County jailer; C. C. 
Culp, Deputy Sheriff and City 
Marshal of West Memphis; Harold 
D. (Bud) Holland, Deputy Sheriff 
and former State policeman; Cecil 
B. Nance, Marion attorney, and 
Jim: Miller, former trusty at the 
Crittenden County jail. 


BROTHERS WANDER 
10 YEARS TO STAY 
OUT OF ORPHANAGE 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Two brothers told a story today 
of wandering 10 years through 
seaboard states in a flight to es- 
cape commitment to an orphan- 
age.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 22. 


ERE in the heart of Dixie has developed 
y a prize specimen of full-blown native 
American Fascism. Dictator of Georgia 
is lean, demagogic 57-year-old Eugene Tal- 
madge, now 11 months along in his third 
(non-consecutive) term as Governor. His 
dictatorship, running only to the State line, 
is not so extensive as was that of the late 
Louisiana Kingfish, Huey P. Long, who was 
absolute not only in his own but in some 
adjoining states, but it is just as effective 
and just as vicious, in fact and in implica- 
tion. Not since Reconstruction days has a 
Georgia Governor had such power. 
Talmadge—Gene to plutocrat and. plow- 
boy alike—affects the yokel manner, speak- 
ing the vernacular of “‘Tobacco Road,” usu- 
ally with profane trimmings. He goes in 
for shirt sleeves and réd galluses.. On the 
stump and in public, as “one of the plain 
people,” he puts on the act of an old-fash- 
ioned rowdy rabble-rouser. Yet he.is at 
the same time a man of good education and 
some culture, a graduate of the 1907 class of 
the University of Georgia, and an able 
lawyer. 


His Program Is Simple; 

How He Puts It Over. 

His program is simple. He is for Gene 
Talmadge and his kinfolk and friends even 
unto the fourth and fifth degree of cousin- 
ship, he is agin’ “‘furriners” and all that is 
“furrin”’; and he himself is the whole of 
the law and the prophets on what the words 
mean. On one occasion he specified “sub- 
versive doctrines or philosophies out of har- 
many with Southern ideas.” 

As soon as he was sworn in again last 
January, after being out of office four years, 
he went before a joint session of the Legis- 
lature and forced through House Bill No. 1 
which gave him tight fiscal control of the 
State. This law permits him to ignore the 
Legislature’s appropriations. He may at 
will take a surplus from one fund, apply 
it to another and spend it at his discretion. 
Another law gave him the power to remove 
the State. Treasurer and the Comptroller- 
General, both elective officials. The Gover- 
nor appoints the State Auditor. A _ third 
new law lengthened the Governor’s term of 
office from two to four years, effective after 
Talmadge completes his present tefm, Con- 
trol could hardly be more complete. 

Holding the State’s purse strings on a 
$52,000,000 annual budget, he rules 8000 
State job holders and 23,000 teachers. He 
outspokenly defends the spoils system at its 
worst, he hires and fires ruthlessly, he tol- 
erates no whisper of opposition. His execu- 
tive order from top to bottom is as potent

as an act of the Legislature. 

Currently he is having some trouble in 
the educational field over his recent ouster 
of Dr. Walter D. Cocking, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia’s School of Education 
(formerly in charge of curriculum in the 
St. Louis public schools), and Dr. Marvin 
Pittman, president of Georgia Teachers’ Col- 
lege. Talmadge charged, and they denied, 
that they advocated co-education of Negroes 
and whites. -For these ousters the Southern 
University Conference dropped the university 
from membership—a moral: rebuke to the 
Governor. The Association of. American 
AJniversities also eliminated. Georgia U. and 
the Georgia School of Technology from its 
approved list. The Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools is now con- 
sidering whether to blacklist the Georgia 
university system. If it decides to do so, at 
a meeting at Louisville, Ky., Dec. 1-5, Geor- 
gia college credits will not be recognized by 
other accredited institutions. 

At a hearing before the association’s in- 
vestigating committee, the Talmadge-dom- 
inated Board of Regents, supervisor of the 
State’s university system, begged for mercy 
and asked to be let off on a promise to 
clean house. The regents pleaded failure 
to understand the powers of thegassociation 
and said the trouble all arose out of the 
Governor’s “‘impatience of restraint.” 

But the Governor, it may be observed in 
passing, who, to make the ousters, fired the 
regents supporting Dr. Cocking,. named: sub- 
servient new ones, and in one instance even 
altered official records to shorten an ap- 
pointee’s term, insists that, despite the re- 
gents’ apology, he has not “recanted.” He

Aggravated Features 
Of Much Larger Picture. 


Such unpleasant episodes are but aggra- 
vated features of a much larger picture. As

ders of hillbillies and tenant farmers who 
rallied to his appeals for the underdog. 

In his 1940 campaign he also had the 
backing of big business. Almost unanimous- 
ly the business interests of Atlanta and oth- 
er cities lined up behind him, partly in pro- 
test against the “spendthrift” administration 
of Goy. EB. D. Rivers which left the State 
$59,000,000 in debt. Business men thought

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almost anything better than that. They ac- 
cepted Talmadge’s campaign promises to re- 
duce the debt by economies without in- 
creased taxation. They liked his record and 
stand against ‘‘coddling” labor. They were 
pleased when he reduced the tax on intan- 
gibles from $3 to $1 on the $1000. 

But now, in the familiar pattern of all 
dictatorships, they are repenting. There is 
a storm over Georgia. The cry of “Hitler- 
ism” has become an issue for next Septem- 
ber’s primary. Some of Talmadge’s stanch- 
est supporters have weakened and now pub- 
licly deplore his ‘‘headstrongness.” Many 
are wondering whether the “‘economy” ad- 
ministration, marked by a $13,000,000 re- 
duction in the State’s debt, is worth the 
price. 


Freedom of Thought, 

Speech and Action Going. 

Freedom is going from Georgia—freedom 
of thought, of speech, of action. The press 
is under constant official attack, news is 
sometimes suppressed. In effect, Talmadge 
—<described by Dean Joseph A. McClain Jr. 
of Washington University Law School as 
‘‘Jeeter-Gene’’—is the State. (Dean McClain, 
a Georgia teacher during the first Talmadge 
administration, noted then with trepidation 
his inroads on the educational system al- 
though the racial issue was not raised. He 
moyed to St. Louis). 

Typical of state-wide press condemnation, 
the Atlanta Constitution said: 

“The Governor is an educated man. He is 
intelligent and brilliant. He has, in many 
respects, served the State well. He could, if 
he wished, be the finest Governor the State 
has known in many, Many years. 

“Yet he deliberately plays an actor’s part, 
because he believes it will win him votes. 
He attempts to stir up the racial issue, upon 
the foundation of false charges brought 
against good men, because he thinks that, 
too, will win votes. 

“There was no racial issue in Georgia 
until the Governor created it. 

“That is one of the most horrible things 
any man can do.” 

Speaking before the Atlanta Rotary Club 
recently, Marion Smith, a leading attorney 
and former member of the Board of Re- 
gents, said: 

“It is true of all dictators-——and we have 
a minor one in Georgia—that they go into 
a frenzy whenever they are crossed and will 
work any amount of destruction to have 
their way. . . .

]Oldest AFL Jurisdictional Fight 
Brewery Workers vs. Teamsters 


Is Classic Example of Its Kind 


For 38 Years These Two Unions With Over- 
lapping Charters Have Been Fighting for 
Control of the Beer Drivers — St. Louis 
Action on Case Postponed to Dec. 2

This classic example of the 
jursidictional dispute dates from 
1903 when it first flared up at 
the AFL convention in Minneap- 
olis. Its subsequent amazing trail 
of friction and complication has 
been a continuous source of em- 
barrassment to the AFL, so much 
so that the Teamsters’ general 
president, Daniel J. Tobin, recently 
cried out, “What a mess.” 


Nub of the Dispute. 


The Brewery Workers’ Union, 
which has about 50,000 members, 
was first organized in 1886 and 
chartered by the AFL as an in- 
dustrial or vertical type union for 
all brewery workers. It is the old- 
est qf the industrial type in the 
country. The Teamsters’ Union, a 
horizontal type or craft union, 
some 10 times as large, with 500,- 
000 members, also holds an AFL 
charter for jurisdiction over all 
teamsters, chauffeurs, warehouse- 
men and their helpers. Organiza- 
tionally speaking, the Teamsters 
and their charter are much young- 
er than the Brewery Workers. 
There were two organizations of 
Teamsters in 1898. They amalga- 
mated and became the present In- 
ternational in 1903. 


The nub of the dispute, of 
course, is whether the Brewery 
Workers’ jurisdiction over all 
brewery workers included brewery 
drivers, or, stated the other way, 
whether the Teamsters’ jurisdic- 
tion over all teamsters includes 
the brewery drivers. Both char- 
ters are explicit and both are in- 
clusive. Quite obviously they ‘over- 
lap. Hence the trouble, 

Labor lawyers have argued that 
the 1886 grant of jurisdiction to 


‘the Brewery Workers excluded the 


right to grant away any part of 
the same authority at any later 
date, but in the AFL disputes of 
this kind are settled in conven- 
tion wherein the member unions 
cast votes in proportion to the size 
of their membership. Thus, in vot- 
ing on their own case, the Teams- 
ters have 10 times as many votes 
as the Brewery Workers. 

The latest development in this 
fight? was the AFL suspension at 
its recent convention at Seattle, 
of the Brewery Workers’ Union for 
the second time for their refusal 
to abide by an old award to the 
Teamsters of jurisdiction over the 
brewery drivers. The vote—30,203 
to 1765—indicated substantial sup- 
port of the Teamsters among 
other craft or horizonta] type 


ponderantly composed. 
Teamsters’ Victory in 1903. 


Back in the 1890s, the two unions 
had factional fights over jurisdic- 
tion over the drivers of beer wag- 
ons in many cities. St. Louis, as 
a leading brewery center, was par- 
ticularly affected. At the 1903 
Minneapolis convention jurisdic- 
tion was awarded to the Teamsters 
but the Brewery Workers refused 
to yield and fought tooth and nail 
through the years to preserve their 
union. 

Their refusal to obey the AFL | 
ruling resulted in a suspension 
order and their charter was re- 


| voked in 1907. After almost a year 


their charter was given back to 
them and they were reinstated 
in the AFL on a somewhat tenta- 
tive basis while committees of all 
three organizations tried to work 
out a settlement.

HE oldest jurisdictional dispute in the history of organized labor, 
the 38-year-old American Federation of Labor fight between the 


the International Brotherhood of 


Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and Helpers, in its latest de- 
velopment, directly affects some 400 brewery truck drivers in St. Louis. 

The St. Louis Central Trades and Labor Union voted unanimously 
Tuesday night to hold in abeyance its suspension of the Brewery 
Workers pending an eleventh-hour attempt to effect an amicable 
The question: will come up again Dec. 2. Joseph P. 
Clark, president, said the Central Trades would send letters to all 
parties involved and appeal for a settlement, 
were in the original group that founded the Central Trades here and 
they have always stood high in their councils. 


The Brewery Workers 


an agreement was worked out be- 
tween the Teamsters and Brewery 
Workers, apparently sanctioned by 
the AFL, giving the Brewery 
Workers jurisdiction over the 
drivers. 

Everything went along peace- 
fully until 1933 when beer came 
back and the breweries added 
thousands of drivers to their pay- 
rolls. This was the signal for a 
renewal of hostilities. 

As far as St. Louis is concerned, 
bitterness has been more marked 
in the international councils of 
the two unions than in the local 
situation. In St. Louis, it has been 
mostly a “friendly fight.” The 
brewery workers have stubbornly 
maintained control of the 400 driv- 
ers directly employed by the brew- 
eries while Teamsters’ Local No. 
600 has the 200 drivers who de- 
liver beer for distributors. But 
there has been plenty of trouble 
elsewhere. 


Judge Goldsborough’s Ruling. 


With the repeal of prohibition, 
the Teamsters renewed their ef- 
forts to take over -the brewery 
drivers and decided to test their 
power on the West Coast, in St. 
Louis and in the East. The Brew- 
ery Workers on the West Coast, 
after strife and bloodshed, lost 
their drivers to the Teamsters, 
but the St. Louis and easter’ 
locals clung tenaciously and by 
injunctions and every possible 
legal means managed to keep their 
membership intact. 

In 1939, Judge T. Alan Golds- 
borough enjoined the AFL and the 
Teamsters from transferring beer 
drivers to the Teamsters. He said 
the workers had not asked to be 
transferred and for him to permit 
a transfer would “amount to a 
judicial recognition of authority 
acquired by usurpation.” 


Judge Goldsborough, sitting In 
United States District Court at 
Washington, found that the Team- 
sters and the AFL had endeavored 
to coerce, and “have coerced” em- 
ployers of beer drivers not to em- 
ploy Brewery Workers, the Team- 
sters by picketing and personal 
violence and the AFL through cor- 
respondence. 

Counsel argued that the AFL 
had the right to decide its own 
jurisdictional ' disputes. Attorneys 
for the Brewery Workers contend- 
ed that the AFL, must recognize 
the autonomous rights of the inter- 
national unions.

If there’s anything puzzling 
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by the Policy Committee of the United Mine Work- 
ers is good news of the first order, since it means 
resumption of. work in the captive mines and indi- 
cates early settlement of the whole troublespme issue. 

These are the immediate reasons for gratification, 
since the national defense program had begun to 
suffer as a result of the walkout. A dozen or more 


gteel-mill blast furnaces had been forced to shut 


down, and the strike had spread to commercial 
mines, so that a tota) of 186,000 miners were idle. A 
condition of utmost seriousness threatened the coun- 

Another cause of gratification is the fact that this 
fortunate conclusion comes as a result of the UMW 
Policy Committee's sound common sense in overrul- 
ing the headstrong stand of John L, Lewis, the or- 
ganization’s jeader, and comes also as a result of the 
patient yet firm stand taken throughout the contro- 
versy by President Roosevelt. | | 

Lewis had rejected all previous peace overtures, 
and he rejected this one, also, so far as he was per- 
sonally concerned, in a brusque note to the President 
last Wednesday. For years, Lewis had held the 
UMW and ifs Policy Committee in the palm of his 
hand. Washington felt sure that Lewis’ rejection 
meant similar action by the committee. Instead, the 
committee by unanimous vote asserted itself and ac- 
cepted the arbitration plan. 

If this means that Lewis’ lorg single-handed rule 
of the miners and other important workers’ groups 
is ended, then it is a wholesome development for 
labor. , 

Lewis’ captive-mine strike was not against the 
steel companies; it was a strike against the United 
States Government. Labor's i1ank and file, although 
energetic in defense of its legitimate rights, wants 
no part in any strike against the Government. The 
Policy Commitiee’s decision says in effect that the 
national welfare comes first with the coal miners, 
just as it must with all loyal citizens. 

Yesterday's development is complete vindication 
for the President's course. It is greatly to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s credit that he was not swept off his feet by 
the growing seriousness of the situation. He pa- 
tiently worked for a peaceful settlement, addressed 
no jess than six appeals to Lewis, made one proposal 
after another for an orderly adjustment. 

While hotheads clamored for Federal seizure of 
the mines, and for the use of troops, the President 
held fast, determined that the mines should reopen, 
but waiting for every other possibility to be ex- 
hausted before he brought out the “big stick.” 

The captive-mine controversy has nothing to do 
with wages, hours or working conditions. The only 
thing at stake is John L. Lewis’ insistence on a 
union shop; that is, his demand that the union’s 
present 95 per cent membership in the mines be in- 
creased to 100 per cent through employer action. 

This dispute should never have become the occa- 
sion for a strike, but since John L. Lewis called a 
strike over it, arbitration is obviously the civilised 
way to settle the matter. Settling it by a test of 
strength between strikers and troops, with its in- 
evitable violence and bitterness at a time when the 
country needs unity, would have been tragic. 

No matter what decision is reached by the arbi- 
tration board, labor benefits by the very fact that 
this method will be used. Peaceful settlement of the 
strike reduces the pressure for drastic anti-labor leg- 
islation. The success of the President’s moderate 
course should be an impressive lesson to all who 
clamored for an immediate crackdown. 

Because a momentous crisis has been removed, the 
whole country benefits by the UMW Policy Commit- 
tee’s sound judgment in accepting the President's 
fair proposal. 
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BING CROSBY IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

Bing Crosby, the celebrated crooner, returned 
from South America recently, and was interviewed 
on his impressions by the New York Times. Here 
are quotations from its account: 

Mr. Crosby visited a ranch in Corrientes, 
Brazil, of which he is one of four owners... . 
He said that he was surprised to find a city like 
Sao Paulo, a city “as big as Philadelphia, which 
I had never heard of before.” 

Brazil Today, published by the Brazilian Informa- 
tion Bureau, New York, reprints these quotations, 
with little comment. There is one terse footnote: 
“Corrientes is in Argentina, not Brazil.” There is 
an open-mouthed, staring-eyed picture of Crosby 
with this caption: “Surprise! Really, big 
cities, .. .” 

The Brazilian editor is very polite about this, but 
the point is as clear as Crosby’s well-known bub-blue 
of the night: that a little primer-class knowledge 
of South America won't hurt anybody in connection 
with the hemispheric solidarity so widely discussed 
nowadays.

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TIGERS BOUND FOR A BOWL. 

Aren't we Missourians too modest about one of 
our greatest assets? The Missouri Tigers have been 
showing the whole country how to play football this 
year and have given us something to go overboard 
about. Yet, for the most part, the State has remained 
serenely on deck, safely amidships. 

The team that Coach Don Faurot has put to- 
gether this year is even better than the fine Paul 
Christman team of 1939. It has done everything that 
team did, and more, yet it is without the services 
of such a passer as the incomparable “Pitchin’ Paul.” 
Faced with the problem of ‘getting along without an 
air arm, Faurot developed a ground attack that 
compares favorably with a Panzer division at its 
blitakrieg best. Anyone with half an eye can ad- 
mire the exploits of not one but three backs who do 
amazing tricks with the ball. The “T” formation was 
celebrated before the Tigers added it to their reper- 
toire, but it took them to turn it into a precision in- 
strument of rare charm and beauty. And the line—!

One immediate result, of course, might well be the 
opening of French flying fiel@#-and other facilities 
in North Africa to the German army, now trying to 
rally from the surprise of the new British offensive. 
Since Gen. Weygand has been recalled, it might even 
mean the use of French troops in the fighting. Still, 
the British must have considered this rather obvious 
possibility. 

The long-range implications of French partnership 
in the Axis seem even less impressive. Hitler has 
made a bid for real French co-operation from the 
beginning. He went through the motions of leay- 
ing part of the Republic unoccupied and under 
an “independent” regime. He instituted his policy 
of “correctness.” He plastered the countryside with 
posters proclaiming the British to be the real en- 
emies of France. 

But thése psychological: maneuvers have, in the 
main, met with failure. The majority of the people 
of France were never taken in by this elaborate 
hocus-pocus. Instead of nursing a burgeoning friend- 
ship, the Nazis have ineculcated only hate and re- 
sentment, so that now they are grimly slaughtering 
hostages. : : 

Do they really believe that.a few signatures, a bit 
of ribbon and some sealing wax can work any funda- 
mental change? On the contrary, it would seem that 
they are accepting the-realities of the situation: that 
they ave preparing to make their occupation total 
while hanging it with a wisp of window-dressing 
that may make it a bit more effective. 

Nor is it easy to see how the “recognition” of 
Vichy as a full-fledged Axis partner could make any 
particular impression on other nations, They are 
all acquainted with the facts. The truth is-that the 
Axis is the Reich. Neither the distant and selfish 
Japanese, nor the near-at-hand and bumbling Ital- 
ians have the real stature of partners. Pushing 
France into this satellite role would not change the 
fundamental! picture one iota. 

At best, it might be a sop to the vanity of the 
Fuehrer, who might then orate about “our Aryan 
brothers, the French”—while those “brothers” were 
whetting new daggers for his back. 
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IN A NUTSHELL, 

Mrs. Dwight W. Morrow, head of the women’s divi- 
sion of the Fight for Freedom Committee, offered 
her colleagues a pithy counsel of tolerance worthy of 
universal currency. Like her fellow-members, Mrs. 
Morrow believes the consequences of a German vic- 
tory are “so disastrous for us that I think this coun- 
try should, if necessary, enter an all-out war to pre- 
vent that victory.” Nevertheless, many differ with 
this position, she recognizes, and respect was urged 
for the sincerity of their opinions. 

“When it comes to motives,” she suggested, “let us 
leave the role of omniscience to God.” 

Brief and to the point—a precept that deserves to 
be accepted universally. 
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FOR A TOUCH OF COLOR IN WINTER. 

There is a special kind of bleakness about St. 
Louis-yards and gardens during the winter which is 
quickly noticed by the visitor, although the resident 
may haye become accustomed to it. Once the last 
leaf has fallen, our trees and shrubs are altogether 
bare. Unsightly vistas, which were screened by 
magnificent foliage during the summer, stand out in 
all their ugliness through inadequate filigrees of 
denuded branches. 

This, of course, is due to the almost complete lack 
of evergreens in the city. And that lack, in turn, is 
due to the smoke that used to be prevalent here 
during so much of the heating season. It was fatal 
to almost all varieties of conifers. 

Now, however, the Shaw’s Garden bulletin sug- 
gests that it is again possible to.grow pine and yew, 


hemlock and juniper, cypress and spruce within the 


city limits. Smoke damage to-such trees would have 
been negligible last winter. “If, year in and year 
out, the air can be kept as clear as it was last 
winter,” states the bulletin, “coniferous evergreens 
may again become one of the main features of 
St. Louis gardens.” 

There it is: a challenge and a promise. I: the 
enforcement of the anti-smoke ordinance is kept up 
to last year’s standard, one of the rewards—and not 
the least-—will be a splendid touch of green life to 
cheer the drabbest days of the year.

Some 
observers have believed that its economic 
system was devised as the last refuge 
of monopoly capitalism, though industrial- 
ists took orders from Generals. Nazi Ger- 
many has been labeled “Brown Bolshe- 
viem.” Yet the profit system is one of its 
integral parts; the inequality of distribution 
of wealth and income has increased, and 
wages have been kept at depression levels, 
while profits have considerably recovered, 

Observers have been predicting “a run- 
away inflation” for the last six years, 
but events have belied their prognosti- 
cations. These paradoxes, however, are 
resolved when one remembers that Ger- 
many has been arming herself almost since 
the beginning of the Nazi regime. It is 
the concept of the totalitarian war which 
explains the nature of the German eco- 
nomic system. 

In order to carry on the gigantic pro- 
gram, the Government needed the support 
of private capital, particularly in heavy 
industry. In order to make Germany self- 
sufficient, the Government continued pro- 
tection of the large agricultural estates, 
which were of great importance for the 
grain and meat supply of the nation. The 
continuation of the military plans, however, 
meant that the state tightened control over 
production and distribution,

The Nazi Government was successful in 
evolving a system—initially empirical— 
based on three main controls: of costs, in- 
vestment and international trade. The 
considerations presented here seem to dem- 
onstrate that this system ig not subject to 
wide fluctuations in employment so long 
as the available powers of contro! are ruth- 
lessly and\ skilifully used, Rearmament 
had the most stimulating effect on em- 
ployment, output and incomes; at the same 
time, the growth of investment created the 
incomes by means of which the works, of 
whatever kind, were carried out. Without 
this increase in investment, a great share 
of the incomes themselves would never 
have existed, 

As soon as a state of full employment 
was reached, the situation was funda- 
mentally changed. Apart from technical 
progress, innovations and conquests, fur- 
ther investment could not increase in- 
comes. From full employment on, it be- 
came true that more of. A would have to 
be produced at the expense of less of B. 
This in turn involved further state con- 
trol. The position of the German business 
men, however, wag considerably eased by 
the military conquests of 1939 and 1940, 

Difficulties in financing do not seriously 
threaten the system. Conservative meth- 
ods of public financing have been greatly 
emphasized, so. that t half of arma- 


ment expenditures comes out of taxation. Bo | 


long as loan expenditure is confined to the 
limits of enforced and voluntary saving, 
it cannot lead to eumulative inflation, 
however financed. 


The short-run achievement of the Nazis 


is evident. The use of moral and material 
resources which in other countries are 
usually not mobilized before the start of 
hostilities has yielded impressive results 
as measured in an economy on a war 
footing. A German victory, moreover, may 
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enable the standard of living to rise, since 
the exploitation of foreign workers and cap- 
italists would enable German profits to 
rise at the same time that an increase in 
German wage rates took place. 

The highly imperialistic character of the 
Nazi system arrives at completeness in its 
economic sphere. Individual Nazi party 
members are enabled to use the armed 
forces of the state for aggrandizement not 
only of the one-party state but of individual 
members of the party as well, The in- 
crease in wealth and income of Nazi party 
members is somewhat analogous to the 
loot and booty of feudal robber barons. 
The analogy breaks down because feudal 
robbers did not have the weapon of the 
national state; Nazis have not only the 
state but likewise all the equipment and 
industrial organization developed since the 
Industrial Revolution.

The new industrialists of Germany are 
Nazi party members, and their competitors 
~—other business interests at home and 
abroad—are at an extreme disadvantage. 
These non-Nazi business interests are sim- 
ilar in many respects to small businesses 
which were crushed or swallowed up by 
larger interests. What was once considered 
mammoth in business hag been dwarfed 
by the possibilities open to individuals who 
may use not only the armed forces but also 
the whole framework of government as 
represented by legislature, judiciary and 
executive. 

Whereas earlier imperialist business in- 
terests were impeded and retarded by other 
elements in the society, the Nazis have set 
up a system whereby imperialist Wusiness in- 
terests may pursue their objective practi- 
cally unimpeded by pressure from other 
groups, The retention, in part, of a sys- 
tem of private ownership enables party 
members to build for themselves industrial 
empires; at the same time, restrictions upon 
private ‘property, such as government de- 
termination of investment and regulation 
of prices and wages, make it possible for the 
economy to function as a war weapon 
without interference from riva] industrial- 
ists or from consumers and workers. 

The owning class still exercises one func- 
tion—the receiving and accumulating , of 
profits. But industrial concentration and 
the increasingly pervasive influences of the 
bur have given a new aspect to t..e 
“capitalist” order, A new parasitic group 
--Nazi party members belonging for: the 
most part to the old middle class—pene- 
trates more and more into the realm of 
property. Tyranny in the age of machines 
presages the continuation of an economic 


‘system which is basically decadent but 


efficient and aggressive in war.

Workers, the Teamsters tied them 
up; if with the Teamsters, the 
Brewery Workers walked out. 
Fight in Cleveland, 

Fairly typical was the Cleveland 
situation. At times the fight closed 
the 18 plants of the 10 Cleveland 
breweries, and, ¢ven when the 
plants were operating, the dispute 
cost the industry as much as $400,- 
000 to $1,000,000 a month in lost 
business during one period of seven 
months in 1985, 

Originally all of the drivers for 
nine of ten Cleveland breweries 
belonged to the Brewery Workers’ 
Union. The tenth brewery had no 
trucks, so had to rent some from 
a trucking company whose drivers 
belonged to the Teamsters’ Union, 
When this brewery bought trucks, 
it kept the Teamster drivers, This 
put the Teamsters in the brewing 
industry. The Teamsters, by pick- 
eting the other nine breweries one 
by one finally forced all of the 
Brewery Worker drivers into fhe 
Teamsters’ Union, 

To keep the peace for a while, 
drivers paid dues to both unions. 
Then the Brewery Workers 
weaned the men away from the 
Teamsters and back into the Brew- 
ery Workers’ Union, whereupon the 
Teamsters, aided by the Cleveland 
Federation of Labor, picketed the 
breweries again and won the driv- 
ers again. The Brewery Workers 
returned to the fray and reclaimed 
the drivers at five of the brew- 
erles. The Teamsters picketed the 
five breweries. In retaliation, the 
Brewery Workers struck at the 
five breweries operating with 
Teamster drivers. That maneuver 
gave the Teamsters all of the 
drivers of the 10 breweries. The 
Brewery Workers then called a 
strike of 300 Brewery Workers in 
all of the breweries. To meet 
the emergency, the Teamsters 
picked up what workers they 
could find, gave them cards and 
put them on the job ag strike 
breakers. 

Union Label Controversy, 
‘The Brewery Workers, through 
boycott and emphasis on the pres- 
tige of their label, made it diffi- 


cult to sell Cleveland beer through- 


out the district. To combat this, 
the Cleveland F€deration of Labor 
issued a special label saying that 
the beer was union-made because 
the AFL, had decided the Team- 
sters should have the disputed ju- 
risdiction and ordered the Cleve- 
land Federation to do everything 
possible to enforce the decision. 

Nearly every day police were 
called to one brewery or another 
by street. fighting and riots, Doz 
ens of the members of the two 
uniong were treated in the hospi- 
tals. Pickets used gas bombs at 
nearby Sandusky. An officer of 
one brewery was errested for as- 
sault on a picket, the head of an- 
other brewery was knocked down 
as he entered his plant. 

Finally a truce wags made Nov, 
15, 1935, An agreement came a few 
days later: William Green, AFL 
president, had entered the dispute 
several es, and the final ‘meet- 
ings that brought peace were ar- 
ranged through the secretary of 
the Cleveland Federation of Labor. 
It was a secret treaty, secretly ar- 
rived at. The only public state- 
ment ever made about it was 
that, “The meetings culminated in 
a satisfactory arrangement where- 
by the jurisdictional dispute will no

Willing to Let Men Decide. 

“We would be willing to leave 
it to a vote of the men concerned,” 
he said, “but four or five years 
ago *the men voted and, with only 
two exceptions, they decided to 
stay in our union, I am confident 
they would do the same now, Un- 
der the Wagner Labor Act they 
have the right to decide whom 
they. want to represent them and 
we are going to stand on that, 
We may remain an independent 
union. I know we will not join 
the CIO.” 

Hauser said his union had 
just celebrated its fiftieth anniver- 
sary locally and amicable relations 
between the Brewery Workers and 
employers had always been the 
rule here rather than the excep- 
tion. He called attention to the 
fact that the drivers work under 
contract and their status cannot 
be changed while the contract is 
in force. ‘ 

Many labor leaders, Hauser said, 
cannot understand why the AFL 
leaders take so great an interest 
in this particular jurisdictional 
dispute while at the same time 
maintaining that they cannot in- 
terfere in the long-standing car- 
penters-machinists row or others 
that have long been disrupting or- 
ganized labor. 

Last Summer’s Action. 

Last summer the Central 
Trades severely criticised the AFL 
executive council for recommend- 
ing suspension of the Brewery 
Workers. Members pointed out 
that President William Green had 
always maintained he could 
not act to end the 26-year- 
old carpenters-machinists dispute 
at Anheuser-Busch, Inc., recently 
compromised by OPM officials, 
but did contrariwise take a posi- 
tive stand for the Teamsters 
against the Brewery Workers. 

Brewery Workers’ headquarters 
in Cincinnati has not indjcated 
what steps will be taken to get 
back in the AFL, if any; however, 
Joseph Obergfell, executive secre- 
tary, has declared that his follow- 
ers “will not surrender or aban- 
don rights of self-determination 
under the Wagner Labor Act.” 


POPE SAYS CHURCH AVOIDS 
MIXING IN WORLD DISPUTES 


But Vatican Serves as ’Guide of 
Consciences’ for Diverse 
Regimes. . 

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 22 (AP), 
—Pope Piug XII said today that 
the Catholic Church had no desire 
to mix in a controversy over dif- 
ferent political regimes but in- 
tended to serve as a “guide of con- 
sciences.” 

The Pope’s statement was made 
at an audience with Ambassador 
Liobet, new envoy to the Vatican 
from Argentina, who presented his 
eredentials in the throne room aft- 
er a 16-minute private conference 
with the Pontiff. 


“If ft is true,” the Pope said, 


“that the chureh does not want to 


‘mix in disputes about the opportu- 


nity, utility and ¢arthly efficacy 
of diverse temporal forms which 
are purely politica] institutions or 
activities, we may assume it is 
nonetheless true that it neither 
can nor wishes to give up being 
the light and guide of consciences 
in all those questions of principle 
in which men or their program or 
their actions may run the risk of 
forgetting or denying the eternal 
fundamentals of divine law.” 


‘Lack of Confidence in 
American People.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Three members of the Senate's so- 
ealled non-interventionist bloe— 
Senators Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, Van Nuys (Dem.), Indiana, 
and Nye (Rep.), North Dakota— 
called on the Navy Department to- 
day to make public the number of 


| German submarines sunk by Amer- 


ican warships. 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
said, however, that “naval experi- 
ence in both the last war and this 
one has demonstrated that it is 
not always desirable to announce 
the sinking of enemy subma- 
rines.” 

“I would rather take the studied 
‘opinion of the American and Brit- 
ish Navies than that of the isola- 
tionist members of the Senate,” 
he added, 

In separate talks with reporters, 
Wheeler, Van Nuys and Nye said 
the nation should receive all infor- 
mation regarding naval activities 
which could be released without 
endangering the lives of American 
seamen. 

Comment by Wheeler. 

"The policy of Secretary Knox 
in withholding information as to 
the number of submarines we have 
sunk displays & lack of confidence 
in the American ‘people,’ Wheeler 
said. 

“They are the same tactics used 
by Hitler and Stalin, who do not 
let the people know the facts,” he 
said. “I do not see how the ad- 
ministration can expect the people 
to have confidence in its war pol- 
icy when by its every action it in- 
dicates that neither the Congress 
or the people are to. be trusted 
with information. The American 
people are entitled ’ to know 
whether American boys are being 
sent into aggressive naval warfare 
without a declaration of war by 
Congress.” 

Van Nuys said he could see no 
reason for the Navy to withhold 


announcements of U-boat sinkings.. 


He said it was not a valid argu- 
ment that such a policy would 
keep Berlin in the dark as to the 
whereabouts of German subma- 
rines and added: 

“When the American people have 
sent their boys to sea to fight, 
when they have sent their treasure 
to Great Britain, then they are en- 
titled to all the facts as they de- 
velop.” 

Nye told reporters that “after 
all, We are not at war, and the 
country has a right to know. 

“If the people knew everything 
we were doing on the seas, they 
might think the sinkings of some 
of our ships were the logical re- 
sult of the President’s war.” 

Nye renewed his earlier predic- 
tions that between 30 and 35 Sen- 
ators would vote for a declaration 
of war if President Roosevelt re- 
quested it. “But I think it a hope- 
ful sign that the number has not 
increased in the last six months,” 
the said. 

Pepper on War Declaration. 

Pepper, a member of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, expres- 
sed the view that there would be 
fewer than 30 votes for a war 
declaration at present. 

“T still do not favor a decilara- 
tion of war,” he continued. “We 
can do everything we need to do 
without one. We can deliver our 
supplies and we can run down 
subs. 

“While a declaration might stim- 
ulate the morale of the country, I 
think it would be a shot in the 
arm. And I don’t believe the 
American .people need a shot in 
the arm to do what this country 
ought to do.” 

Wheeler asserted he did not be- 
lieve the President could obtain 
an outright declaration of war, 
and Van Nuys said he believed 
not more than 10 Senators would 
vote for such a declaration.

“wild 

The “wild” things occurred dur- 
ing Talmadge’s two administra- 
tions, 1933-36. When an unfriendly 
Legislature adjourned without 
passing an appropriation bill, in 
order to force him to call a spe- 
cial session, he issued a “procia- 
mation” extending a former ap- 
propriation bill and put the State 
on a cash basis when his warrants 
were not recognized. Characteristi- 
cally, his first warrant was for $600 
for patients at mental institutions, 
described by the Governor as “the 
starving crazy folks.” When the 
Comptroller-General, the late Wil- 
liam 3B, Harrison, refused to 
honor it, Talmadge ordered the 
Adjutant-General to evict Harri- 
son from hig office. The State 
Treasurer, George B. Hamilton, 
subsequently re-elected and now in 
office, was dragged out by soldiers 
and his safe cut open with a blow- 
torch. 

Talmadge appointed his own 
State Treasurer, one J. B. (Tobe) 
Daniels, who literally carried the 
State’s funds in his vest, his 
pockets stuffed with $1000 bills as 
he strolled about the Capitol, some- 
times with as much ag $1,000,000 
on hjs person. Talmadge wound 
up the term with a surplus. 

When a three-man State high- 
way board did not obey his orders, 
he fired it and placed the high- 
way system under martial law. He 
also fired the elected Public Serv- 
ice Commission when it balked at 
carrying out his campaign promise 
to reduce utility rates. Talmadge 
cut the rates and by executive 
order reduced automobile license 
fees to a flat $3 after the Legisla- 
ture had refused to do so. Fees 
had ranged from $11.25 to $22.50 
for private cars up to $1100 for 
seven-ton trucks. 


Highway Board Fired. 

When a cotton mil] strike broke 
out at La Grange in 1936, Talmadge 
called out the National Guard, 
loaded the strike leaders, men and 
women, into trucks, hauled them to 
Atlanta and kept. them in a barbed 
wire stockade for several days. 

Talmadge was out of office from 
1936 to 1941. He ran for the United 
States Senate in 1938 when Pres- 
ident Roosevelt tried to “purge” 
Senator George, but was defeated. 

Governor again, he has an amen- 
able Legislature. Talmadge troop- 
ers ride the roads, The merit sys- 
tem in the St&te highway patrol, 
formerly the pride of Georgia, has 
been abolished, its director fired 
and replaced by Talmadge’s body- 
guard and major domo who sgel- 
dom leaves his side. The former 
director, whose commission should 
have run to 1943, abdicated on in- 
auguration day when his desig- 
nated successor and 12 husky aids 
appeared at his office. Protests 
that the patrol was being “de- 
bauched” were met with the re- 
joinder that “Talmadge men make 
good troopers.” 

Having lost a cow, Talmadge or- 
dered his troopers to “shoot to 
kill” all cattle thieves. He advo- 
cated public whipping posts for 
drunkards, but told his men to go 
easy on tourists. Scores of veteran 
troopers have been fired on various 
pretexts. ? 

Inauguration Day Spectacle. 

Inauguration day last Jan. 14 was 
a honey. Georgia has seldom seen 
such a spectacle. To the Capitol 
flocked Talmadge supporters from 
the hills and valleys, many wear- 
ing red suspenders, bearing gifts 
of possum and hog. Eagerly they 
obeyed the Governor’s shouted in- 
vitation to “come around and 
stomp down the grass” on the lawn 
of the executive mansion. 

Among those present were the 
“seven Haggards of Danielsville,” 
led by the 74-year-old father of 
the clan, familiar to thousands as 
stooges at Talmadge's carefully 
staged campaign meetings, to be 
depended upon to shout “You tell 
‘em, Gene” at the psychological 
moment. His hillbilly band was 
there too, including “Fiddling 
John” Carson, now an elevator op- 
erator in the Capitol. 

His stand was guarded by a 
staff of 200 honorary Colonels and 


wrestler. In the mansion, at a 
public reception, orchids and over- 
alls were side by side as urban 
supporters jostled elbows with the 
boys from the forks of the creek. 
Getting Down to Business. 

That was all a show, Talmadge 
lost no time in getting down to 
business. As he rattled off his 
inaugural eddress a train loaded 
with Rivers supporters, former 
States employes, left the city; their 
jobs were gone. Quickly he stalked 
to his office, fired 20 department 
heads as they came forward to 
greet him, He produced a sheaf 
of previously prepared executive 
orders. There was only one va- 
cancy on the highway board but 
Talmadge made three jobs out of 
it by naming two “special commis- 
sioners.” 

Talmadge brooks no interfer- 
ence, Run-of-mine employes have 
been fired for so much as speak- 
ing to a Talmadge foe; one man 
was fired for writing to a rela- 
tive that he disagreed with some 
of the Governor's policies. A judge 
who once fined a Talmadge rela- 
tive for speeding was out of a

Talmadge airs his views in 
pungent phraseology in his weekly 
newspaper, The Statesman. He 
lists its editor as “the people” and 
himself ag “associate editor,” It 
carries advertisements of firms do- 
ing business with the State. State 
employes swell its subscription list. 
Members of his staff are expected 
to take 30 subscriptions at a dollar 
a year; department heads 25; sub- 
executives 15; minor employes six. 

A Federal investigation is now 
under way to determine whether 
solicitation of employes in the 
highway, health and labor depart- 
ments who are paid with Federal 
funds fallg under the Hatch Act. 
The “lug,” or campaign assessment 
on employes’ salaries, is an old 
Georgia custom. 

Talmadge’s attempts to reduce 
the debt and balance the budget 
by “robbing Peter to pay Paul” in 
transferring funds from one de- 
partment to another may also fall 
under Federa} scrutiny where Fed- 
eral funds are involved. Monthly 
Federal grants for the welfare and 
health departments, whose services 
have been curtailed under the 
economy regime, have been held 
up on several occasions because 
of the Governor’s objection to any 
form of merit system. 

No friend of the New Deal, save 
in its foreign policy, which he re- 
gards as “defending Georgia,” Tal- 
madge ignored a telegram from 
President Roosevelt asking him to 
support a bill which would have 
given an oil pipe line the right of 
eminent domain. The Legislature, 
with 42 railroad attorneys among 
the members, beat the bill. 

In labor legislation, the Gover- 
nor approved a “cooling-off bill,” 
which provides a 30-day period be- 
fore a strike may be called. He 
also signed a taxicab bill making 
it mandatory for a cab driver to 
take a passenger to his destina- 
tion, thus forbidding union drivers 
to refuse to take passengers to 
struck hotels. 

He vetoed an anti-picketing bill 
and a bill which would have out- 
lawed strikes on defense projects. 
He also vetoed two uniform meas- 
ures requested. by the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the National 
Association of Attorney-Generals 
—an anti-sabotage bill and fugi- 
tive pursuit law. 

Case of Red Barron. 

Sometimes when, as rarely, the 
Governor finds he cannot directly 
do what he wants to do, he resorts 
to indirection. Take the case of 
David I. (Red) Barron, an old 
Georgia Tech backfield star who 
returned to school after 20 years 
and obtained a degree. Barron 
stumped the State for Talmadge. 
When Barron ran his trade school 
at Monroe, Ga. into debt, Tal- 
madge sponsored a bill to permit 
the State to take over and oper- 
ate any bequest for vocational 
school purposes. The State school 
board, of which the Governor is 
chairman, proposed to take over 
Barron’s school but the move was 
stopped when an audit showed an 
indebtedness of $36,000 instead of 
$25,000 as reported. Talmadge then 
caused Barron to be named dean 
of men at the Georgia Tech. Dem- 
onstrating 
Governor in effigy — that did not 
disturb Talmadge—but Barron has 
not taken over his new post. 

As in other dictatorships, even 
ideas are outlawed in Georgia— 
any idea that runs counter to what 
the Governor considers to be the 
“traditions of Georgia.”

Only 90 seconds of the game had

Three yards from the 
last stripe he turned and handed 
the ball to Tackle Bob Brenton, 
who went over for his first touch- 
down in three years of college 
football.

Queeny, St. Louis sportsman - 
photographer and chairman of the 
Monsanto Chemical Co. 

Cheechako, in the language of 
Alaska, means tenderfoot. This 
book is written in the vein of one 
who is making his first trip into 
the frontier country primarily in 
search of the Kodiak bear, king 
of big game hunting prizes. Much 
of the material is gathered in the 
evenings around campfires, with 
chairs drawn closer to the old iron-

No one, for instance, can even 
pretend to understand present-day 
Europe who does not have more 
than a superficial acquaintance 
with Richard Wagner, not only as 
a musician, but as an influence, 
and with Friedrich .Wilhelm 
Nietzsche. Hitler is nothing except 
@ grotesque caricature of these 
two titanic geniuses, Nietzsche is 
the spiritual grandparent of the 
whole Fascist movement, and Mus- 
solini admits his indebtedness. Yet 
Nietzsche, were he alive, would 
certainly repudiate Hitler as his 
most gifted pupil, Stefan George, 
lived to do. And WNietzsche but 
caught up what was in the spiri- 
tual. and mental air of all Europe 
and transmitted it in iridescent 
brilliance, 


The clew to the European situa- 
tion lies in this—that the genius 
of every European nation is—Eu- 
ropean. It is not “German” or 
“French,” except by coloration. 
Goethe, Byron, Wagner, Nietzsche, 
Stendhal, Mazzini, Heine, Rolland 
—to take a few great names at 
random—were supra-national, even 
when, like Wagner, they tried to 
become nationalists. 


All great Frenchmen have been 
great Europeans. So have all great 
Germans, That is why Hitler is 
not a great German, and why it 
is a sacrilege to mention him in 
the same breath with Napoleon, 
who was a great European until 
blinded by his own ambitions. 
Beethoven—a Great European— 
recognized him as such and tore 
up the “Eroica” dedication - when 
an idol demeaned himself to wear 
the crown of domination, thus be- 
traying Europe and himself, 

. « * 
HAT has this to do with the 
war, you ask, and with the 
peace? Briefly: everything. 
For we can discern one tendency 
that reveals the mind, yearnings 
and direction of Europe: the de- 
sire of Europe to unite; to be Eu- 
rope. . | 

Yet, the urge to unity in Europe 
is a different urge from the one 
toward unity in any single na- 
tion. For ag deep as the urge to 
unity is the consciousness of na- 
tionality. Americans tend to think 
far too simply of Europe, and that 
is one reason why many of them 
see in Hitler someone who “any- 
how will get all those quarreling 
nations together.” 

But Europe—the strength of 
Europe, the immense creativeness 
of that tiny peninsula of Asia, 
arises out of the very tensions of 
that highly variegated society. Eu- 
rope seeks unity with diversity. 
The blotting out of a single nation- 
al strain depletes by that much 
the color and strength of the re- 
markable andi incomparable struc- 
ture that is Europe. 


The Swiss, whose political or- 
ganization is the soundest on the 
continent, realize most fully this 
“unity with diversity,” for that 
tiny state grants extreme auton- 
omy to every canton, and even 
recognizes Rhaeto-Romanic, the 
language of a mere handful of its 
citizens, as an official tongue. 


Europe—the Europe that seeks 
unity with diversity, that recog- 
nizes the oneness, “Europe,” and 
that yet cherishes nationality—has 
had two enemies. Those enemies 
are modern Germany and Great 
Britain. 

Europe has feared modern Ger- 
many because it fears the will to 
dominate:rather than to lead. Spe- 
cifically, it has feared in Germany 
the Prussian military spirit which 
is without any integration in Euro- 
pean thought, and which is native 
to the Bastern plains, where 
Europe begins to die. This spirit,

DANGER OF TULAREMIA 
TO HUNTERS STRESSED 


Dr. J. Earl Smith Says’ Most 
Cases of Rabbit Fever Occur 
Among Them. 


Tularemia, in virtually every in- 
stance definitely traced to the 
handling of rabbits. killed in the 


hunting season, caused four deaths 
and 29 cases of illness in St. Louis 
last year, City Epidemiologist J. 
Earl Smith pointed out in a Health 
Division warning to hunters broad- 
cast yesterday by KWK. 

The disease has been known. in 
the west for 30 years, and in some 
cities wild rabbits are not accepted 
for the market. Tularemia has 
been recorded here in the last few 
yeafs, almost altogether im hunt- 
ers or their. families. | 

“While tularemia does not con- 
stitute a major health problem,” 
said a statement of Medical Direc- 
tor A, M. Stimson of the Public 
Health Service, quoted by Dr. 
Smith, “nevertheless the fact that 
so much distress and mortality 
could have been avoided by reason- 
able precautions renders the sub- 
ject more interesting than the 
numbers imply.” 

Despite warnings of health au- 
thorities, Dr. Staimson added, 
“cases of tularemia continue to oc- 
cur in progressively greater num- 
bers each year in which, apparent- 
ly, no precautions have been 
taken. This is an excellent illus- 
tration of the cultural lag which 
occurs between the acquisition of 
valuable knowledge by sgientists 
and its practical application by 
populations.” 

The infection is transmitted to 
human beings by contact with the 
flesh or blood of small animals— 
here the cottontail—or chiefly in 
the West, Dr. Smith explained, by 
ticks or biting flies which have 
fed on infected animals. In only 
one of the several thousand cases 
on record was the infection shown 
to heve been transmitted from man 
to man. But, warned Dr. Smith, 
the infection is one of few which 
can be acquired through the un- 
broken skin. 

“Keep the bare hands out of a 
wild rabbit,” he admonished. “Rub- 
ber gloves afford reasonable pro- 
tection to those who must dress 
wild rabbits and other animals, 
but sharp fragments of rabbit bone 
can easily pierce a rubber glove 
and puncture the hand. Thorough 
cooking of all wild game, especial- 
ly rabbits, is essential. Infected 
meat is rendered harmless for food 
by thorough cooking, but if any 
red juice is allowed to remain 
about the bones, the germs will 
remain alive and virulent.”

farmer, rose as usual at 4:30 
a. m. on Sunday, Feb. 23, of this 
year, rounded up six of his well- 
washed children and brought them 
to mass in Leitchfield, He felt 
simply great, 

Only’ two days before he had 
madé the last payment on the 
mortgage on his i3l-acre farm. 
He was out of debt for the first 
time in 23 years and had cash in 
the bank besides. . 

At home he had left a 3-year-old 
daughter, a 10-year-old daughter 
with a broken arm and his 43 
year-old wifé, Beulah, who was ex- 
pecting a baby in five weeks and 
Was feeling a little poorly. 

At 8:30 a. m., while Lashley was 
still at his devotions, a girl child 
was born to Mrs. Lashley. Little 
Ruth summoned Dr. John C. 
Tucker of Leitchfield, becatigée the 
Lashley family physician had gone 
to Louisville for the day, and by 
12:30 p. m., to her complete aston- 
ishment, Mrs. Lashley had given 
birth to two more daughters and 
a son, a daughter at 10:30 a. m. 
and a boy and a girl in rapid suc- 
cession at noon, 

The Lashley quadruplets had 
been born, in the order of their 
arrival, Beulah, Mildred, John and 
Martine. 

Mrs. Lashley will tell you herself 
that she had no notion that she 
Was going to have miore than the 
usual solo Offspring because she 
“never consults the doctor until 
she feels her first labor pains.”

“I had eight children in the 
morning and 12 by noon. ... It’s 
the sort of thing that might hap- 
pen to anyone. 

“I was happier before the quads 
came, because Our place was more 
péaceful, but of course, now that 
they’re here I'll try to raise ’em 
as carefyily as I have my other 
childrenft 

At this point, between 100 and 
150 people view the quads évery 
Sunday and more than 1400 pay- 
ing visitors have signed the rég- 
ister sincé they were brought back 
from a Louisville hospital on 
Labor day. 

Next summer Lashley is going 
to sell sandwiches, cold drinks and 
gas on his place.

lation 1150) 72 miles south of 
Louisville, drive one and one-half 
miles down a gravel road, half- 
a@-mile down a dirt oné which 
turns to mud when it rains, and 
draw ip before a newly built, 
modest white house sitting on the 
land without any trees arownhd it.

Quadruplets, you are 
informed by Porter Lashley, who 
is always around to collect the 
fee and chat, occur only once in 
30,000,000 births. 

Two sets of twins is what they 
look like. John and Martine are 
very blond and much alike, while 
Beulah and Mildred are smaller, 
darker and identical. 


At birth the Lashley quadruplets 
weighed a total of 18% pounds, 
in contrast to the Dionne quint- 
uplets, who weighed a total of 
only 9% pounds. . 
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ODAY John weighs 20 pounds 
T ana has four teeth; artine 

weighs 18 pounds, one ounce 
and has only one tooth; Mildred 
weighs 17 pounds, 10 ounces, and 
has four teeth; and Beulah, the 
first-born, weighs 17 pounds, three 
ounces, and has two teeth. © 

John is the noisiest and most 
aggressive, says Mrs. Ida H. May 
of Louisville; practical nurse who 
cares for all four. He was the 
first to pull himself to his feet 
to stand in his crib and heckle 
the visitors who pay to see him, 
although Martine began copying 
him only last week. 

Martine is the patient, quiet one 
and demands the least attention. 
Many people think Beulah is a bit 
the prettiest, although it is diffi- 
cult to tell her from Mildred. 

The quads aré kept spotlessly 
clean by Mrs. May and ordinarily 


appear garbed even for company 
in diapers and shirts. . 

They are bottle babies, fed four 
times daily, with their diet enliv- 
ened by orange juice, apple sauce, 
cereal, egg yolk, squashed bananas 
and broiled scraped beef, 


They awaken at dawn, have their 
baths at 8, nap in the late morn- 
ing and afternoon and go to bed 
for the night at 6. They have 
never had so much as the sniffles. 

The other Lashley children are 
not permitted in the nursery, with 
the exception of grown-up Fannie 
May, but their parents come in 
now and then and Mrs. Lashley 
always investigates if one starts 
crying. 

Lashley, who has been unable to 
do heavy, farm work ever since he 
broke his leg by getting caught in 
a belt in his own sawmill in April, 
1940, wanders about the place in 
blue denim, carrying a cane he 
needs for a slight limp, and: he is 
happy to sit down with his many 


visitors and consider the problems 


of fathering quadruplets. 


“T’ve never been a free man in 
my life,” Lashley volunteers con- 
tentedly. “I was married the day 
before I was 21.” However, he un- 
questionably directs his family. just 
as his new son, John, is ruler of 
the quads. 


Twelve years ago the Lashleys 
bought the farm on which they 
now live for $7000, going in debt 
for $3500. 

In the meantime. 10 children 
were born to them, two of whom 
died in infancy, and Lashley sup- 
ported the lot of them by growing

RS. LASHLEY, a _silender,

and one girl. 

“Boys are more help around a 
farm,” she explains. 


The Lashleys do indeed have a 
preponderance of rosy - cheeked 
daughters, First born of the chil- 
dren is Fanny May, 24, then 
Charles, 21, followed by Ilean, 16; 
Evangeline, 13; Ruth, 10; Porter 
Jr., 8; Mary Elizabeth, 6, and 
Virginia, 3. 

After five days of debate with 
competing canned milk companies, 
immeédiately after the birth of the 
quads, Lashley signed a contract 
with one of them involving 4 sum 
said to total $72,000. He received, 
it is reported, $18,000 in cash and 
$600 a month for five yéars, at the 
end of which time the remainder 
will be due. If, in the meantime, 
one of the quads dies, the rest of 
the deal is off. 

Of the $18,000, Lashley has spent 
around $10,000 on his new 11-room 
house, $700 for mother’s milk and 
paid doctors, nurses and lawyers.

HAVE been asked by a réckless 
| editor of the Post-Dispatch to 

write a few words about myself. 
Asking a writer to do that’ ranks 
in the lexicon of folly with clap- 
ping for an encore by a child prod- 
igy pianist,,inviting a Fundamen- 
talist preacher to say grace or sug- 
gesting that one of the grand old 
men of the American theater 
reminisce. 


Which brings me to the theater, 
and I hasten to deny that I am 
one of the grand old men of any- 
thing, certainly not of dramatic 
art. After two disgraceful flops on 
Broadway, I finally managed to 
crash through with a hit. Some of 
the critics scored it as a_ tainted 
scratch single; others. were much 
kinder, although careful to point 
out that without Edmund Gwenn, 
the star, and a superb cast, Jo 
Mielziner’s sets and Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer sound effects, “The 
Wookey” might not have been so 
good. 

My first reaction was to order 
the play put on without Mr. Gwenn, 
the scenery and the sound effects, 
just to show those smarty-pants 
critics. But Ben Reese, managing 


editor of the Post-Dispatch, who. 


saw the New York opening, said: 
“They lynched you twice. This 
time the rope broke. Scamper off 
those gallows and be thankful.” 
Since Mr. Reese used to be my city 
editor when I was a reporter on 
the P.-D., I cringed from sheer 
force of habit and said: “Y-yessir!” 
So—“The Wookey,” there she runs 
(twelfth week at the Plymouth, 
seat $3.30, hold your breath, cross 
fingers and knock wood!) 

Aside from the fact that drama 
critics operate there, the only 
other complaint I have against 
Broadway is that I was described 


as “a former St. Louisan” or “an 


ex-St. Louis newspaperman.” If 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce thinks it can disown me 
by spreading such propaganda, the 
boys are dead wrong. I was born 
in St. Louis. I started what, for 
want of a more expressive word, 
must be called my “career” in St. 
Louis. I met my one and only 
wife in St. Louis. I married her 
in St. Louis. Our three children 
were born in St. Louis. I learned 
all I shall ever know (oops, ain’t 
you leading with your chin, fella?) 
about writing in St. Louis. I ex- 
pect to die in a St. Louis poor- 
house. Now, doesn’t all that make 
me a St. Louisan? 


True, the Brennans are’ tem- 
porarily exiled in California. But 
that happens to people from Ala- 
bama, Nebraska, Maine, Rhode 
Island and Hants., England. It 
should not be held against them. 
They should not be disowned or 
pilloried by the home folks. Resi- 
dence in California means, as far 
as the Brennans are concerned, 
that the pickings, the scratch, the 
moola is, for the time being, a 
mite better out there. But me, 
I’m from Missouri, and the home 
town is St. Louis. The Chamber 
of Commerce can just go on 
blushing and hanging its head in 
shame. 

There are two particularly ob- 
noxious cliches which haunt every 
professional writer. Cliche -K’o. 1: 
That a writer must know® his 
backgrounds as an expert. I tried 
to fix that one by writing a play 
about London in World War II. 
I have been in London, but not 
during the Battle of Britain. No 
lesser critic than. Mr. Joseph 
Wood Krutch of The Nation, God 
bless him, wrote that he thought 
I ‘was an Englishman who had 
actually suffered a bombing. 
Cliche No. 2: That a writer never 
gets any credit in his home 
town; that home folks are envious 
of his success, however slight, and 
that any Middle Western city 
crushes creative genius so that it 
must flee to New York or Holly- 
wood. 

Of Cliche No. 2 I rise to remark: 
“Hooey, nuts, bosh and blah-blah!”

Behymer, Roy Stockton, Joseph 
Driscoll, the Alexander boys, Roy 
and Jack; Jim Howard, Fred 
Gardner, Elwood Douglass—all of 
them better newspaper men than 
i could ever hope to be. 

So I wrote a novel in 1927. It 
was called “God Got One Vote.” 
Then I wrote a lot of short stor- 
ies for the big magazines. In 1928, 
the Brennans reluctantly left St. 
Louls for Hollywood. I worked up 
from $300 to $750 a week in Holly- 
wood, but they still threw all my 
scripts away or re-hashed them. 
I was told: “Once you are making 
above $1000 a week you will be in 
a respectable bracket and they 
won't do that to you.” 

By this time, my love for St. 
Louis, always warm, becamé a pas- 
sion. The Brennans returned to 
their home town in 1930 and lived 
happily for five. years. We had two 
more children, making three— 
Freddy, Edwin and Marion—and 
also two more novels and two 
plays. St. Louis treated the novels 
better than they deserved and was 
loyally reticent about the plays. 

In 1935, Hollywood offered me 
$1250 a week. I said: “Ha! I am 
in a respectable bracket at last. 
This time they will screen my 
scripts as I write ’em.” So back we 
went to Hollywood. I led a clean 
life, worked hard and prayed hard; 
my salary increased from $1250 a 
week to $1750 a week. But the pic- 
ture companies still threw my 
scripts away or rehashed them so 
badly I was ashamed to look at 
them in the movie theaters. A 
friend said: “You are in a respecta- 
ble bracket, but not in the top 
bracket. Once you get more than 
$2000 a week, they will not throw 
your scripts away.” But, alas, 
Paramount fired me before I could 
get into the top bracket.

Rubinstein to Play 


Chopin Concerto No. 1 


HE return of Artur Rubinstein, 
T to play Chopin’s Piano Con- 

certo No, 1 with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra on Friday 
afternoon and Saturday evening, is 
the highlight of these concerts, at 
the Opera House. Under the direc- 
tion of Viadimir Golschmann, the 
orchestra also will play Shostako- 
vitch’s Fifth Symphony, for the 
third time in two seasons, and will 
introduce Albert Stpessel’s ar- 
rangement of Bach’s/Fantasia in 
G Major. 


Rubinstein t appeared in St. 
Louis in theearly 1920s but it was 
his debut ith the symphony in 
December,’ 1937, that established 
him as a prime favorite of musical 
audiences in St. Louis, He returned 
as guest artist in 1939, in 1940 and 
has given recitals as well. Born 
in Polarid in 1888, he first came to 
this country in 1906. 


Chopin’s first piano concerto was 
in fact his second, It was written 
after the F' Minor Concerto, but 
was published first, and so was 
tagged No. 1. The composer ap- 
peared as soloist in the first public 
performance of the work at the 
Warsaw Theater, Oct. 11, 1830, at 
the last of three benefit concerts 
given as a farewell for him, when 
he was about to set out on his 
travels. Chopin’s first love affair 
is tied up with this concerto, and 
he himself admitted to a friend 
that he composed what he called 
the adagio, but which really is a 
larghetto, while thinking of Con- 
stantia Gladowska, a singer, whom 
he saw for the first time in Vienna 
in 1829. She eventually married 
another man. ! 

Shostakovitch’s Fifth Symphony 
was played in St. Louis for the first 
time last November, with such suc- 
cess that it had to be repeated last 
February. The composer was born 
in Russia 35 years ago, and by the 
time he was 19 produced works 
showing unusual talent. The Fifth 
Symphony was first played in Len- 
ingrad in 1937, to celebrate the 
twentieth anniversary of the Rus- 
sian revolution. Stokowski and 
the Philadelphia Orchestra brought 
it to the United States the follow- 
ing year, 

The work is dramatic, intense 
and always melodious. In four 
movements, the first part. is ex- 
tremely broad in scope; the long 
line of its melody, the fullness of 


its harmony, and the wide range of 
orchestral coloring are of the qual- 
ity expected in a masterpiece. The 
second movement is sprightly, the 
succeeding largo movement con- 
tains some of the most original and 
beautiful string passages fn all mu- 
sic and the finale is very energetic. 


Albert Stoessel, conductor of the 
Chautauqua Symphony Orchestra, 
is a former St. Louisan and has ap- 
peared with the local symphony. 
His arrangement has adapted 
Bach’s organ work for perform- 
ance by strings.

681,499 cars, trucks, buses and taxi- 
cabs, a gain of 6.7 per cent over 
the 31,589,933 registered in 1940.

DGAR M. QUEENY of St. Louis, president of the Monsanto 
Chemical pany, is a sportsman who has hunted in 
most parts of this continent. But actual shooting of game 

has become secondary with him to it on the camera 
plate. As a wild life photographer, Queeny ranks high. These 
photographs are examples. They were made on a hunting 
trip among the islands of Southeastern Alaska last May, a 
1500-mile cruise on an 85-foot boat, ‘Westward,’ in company 
with his wife and Mr. and Mrs. Richard E. Bishop of 
Philadelphia. They're printed in “Cheechako,” « book about 


the trip written by Queeny and published by Charles 
Scribner's Sons. (Cheechako means “tenderfoot.”’) 

Bear, particularly the huge Alaskan brown, or Kodiak, 
bear, was the chief o. ve of the trip. Queeny bagged the 
limit of two browns. But much more difficult than shooting a 
bear, he points out in the book, is getting a good photograph 
of on®, particularly with the still camera.

has a 100-foot limit for good enlargement. At 100 feet, he has 
only a 17-foot focus depth, and at 50, only a four-foot depth, so 
the camera must be carefully focused before shooting. The 
one-twenty-fifth second shutter speed necessary under the poor 
light conditions in the evening when bear are about will result 
in blurring if the hand is at all unsteady. Rain spoils photos. 
The light must be much better than the minimum required for 
a rifle shot. An expert photographer is lucky to get one 
good shot of a spring bear a season, Queeny concludes.
